A controversy over reducing the hours of Bristol 
patrolmen was carried to the floor of Borough Council 
last night when Jam es Eagan, chairman of the police com ­ 
mittee, was granted approval of a plan whereby the patrol­ 
men w ill be placed on a forty-two-hour schedule for a 90- 
day trial period, instead of the present 46-hour schedule. 
The councilmen themselves divided nine to nine on 
I the roll-call, and Burgess Hetherington cast the deciding 
vote in favor of the plan. 
Mr. Eagan said: " lf a marked improvement is not 
shown in police efficiency I w ill be willing for the depart­ 
ment to revert to the old 48-hour schedule." 
He explained to the councilmen that the 42-hour 
schedule would not involve any additional expense to the 
borough. Police pay w ill be unchanged. 
The Eagan motion immediately brought other coun­ 
cilmen to their feet, first to speak being Richard T. Myers, 
chairman of the health and sanitation committee. 
Mr. Myers intimated that a reduction in the work 
hours of patrolmen would likely be followed by a request 
from other borough employees for a similar schedule. 
This, he contended, would be likely to necessitate the hir­ 
ing of more staff in some departments, at a time when the 
budget would not stand such increase. 
Councilman Edward J. Riley asked Mr. Eagan to 
explain how the police committee planned to give the 
borough adequate coverage with the 42-hour schedule, 
when even the 48-hour schedule had not always been 
sufficient.
